cans are defying all authority. 
They 
are reported to be using dynamite in 
Mowing up the great 
smelters and 
mills owned by tile Greene company. 
The trouble 
arose at Cananea 
fiver 
the demand of the Mexicans for an in­ 
crease in wages from $3.50 to $5 per 
day. 
Persons who left there at 1:30 
]». rn. said Colonel Greene was address­ 
ing practically the entire population 
of the camp in an effort to pacify the 
excited Mexicans. 
However, between 
4 and 5 o’clock In Hie 
afternoon the 
Mexicans opened 
fire on the Ameri­ 
cans and forty-five are reported killed 
Colonel Greene wired 
at once to 
Bisbee for all 
the armed 
men that 
could be sent to protect the Ameri­ 
cans and their property 
at Cananea 
The population of Cananea is 23,000, 
of which 
5,000 are 
Americans. 
Tile 
family of Colonel Greene arrived here 
Friday evening, 
but the 
colonel re­ 
mains with his property. 
Two trains 
loaded 
witli refugees 
are now 
en 
route here from Cananea and will go 
to Bisbee. 
Governor Ysabel of Sonora is hurry­ 
ing here from Hermosillo. the capital 
of the state, and will bn met here by 
the Bisbee force who will accompany 
him to Cananea. 


Bad Blood for Some Time. 


There lias been bad blood at Cnnn- 
nea for som e time and only a month 
ago the home of the superintendent of 
the mine was dynamited by u n k n o w n 
persons. 
Thursday one of the police­ 
men of the city was killed by an Am 
erican who claimed it was a personal 
grievance be had against 
the Mexl 
can. 
Captain Tom Henning of tho Arizona 
rangers lias arrived here from Doug­ 
las with a posse of his men. 
All th*1 
arms obtainable in Bisbee, 
Douglas 
and Naco are 
now in the 
hands of 
picked men who are 
ready to go to 
Cananea. 
It 
is believed 
that 
the 
Mexican officials at Cananea are do­ 
ing all they can to save life and prop­ 
erty. 
There is great excitement in 
all the towns 
along the 
border, as 
hundreds have relatives and friends in 
Cananea. 
At 11:30 p. rn. a trainload of refu­ 
gees arrived here from the scene of 
trouble and confirmed the stories re­ 
ceived earlier in the evening. 
It is known that at least a dozen 
Americans have been killed and fully 
fifty Mexicans. 
George Metcalf, who was in charge 
of the large lumber 
business of the 
Greene company, was one of the first 
men to lie killed. 
Tile Mexican labor­ 
ers had been 
gathering in 
a great 
crowd during the forenoon and in the 
afternoon about 1,500 of them started 
from the vicinity of the Sonora hotel 
toward the lumberyard. 
At the lum­ 
beryard a large fire hose was brought 
out and, as the crowd approached the 
office, water was thrown on them. At 
the same time Metcalf 
advanced on 
the crowd with a rifle. 
The Mexicans 
closed in on him, took 
his gun and 
beal him to death with it. 
William 
Metcalf, a nephew, rushed to the res­ 
cue of his uncle, when lie was shot by 
a 
Mexican. 
Three 
Mexicans 
were 
killed at the lumberyard.

was be ing led out of court on her way 
back to the Tombs 
the girl was fol­ 
lowed by a crowd of women, many cf 
whom thrust the of fleers aside and ein- 
raced and 
kissed hor. 
Outside the 
Tombs cheers were; raised by a throng 
of hundreds of Italians, to whom the 
news of the acquittal was made known 
by the prisoner 
w aving 
her 
hand­ 
kerchief as she 
crossed the “Bridge 
of Sighs” leading to the Tombs. 
The verdict was received with some 
surprise by Hie prosecution 
from the 
fact that the killing being admitted, 
Judge Scott in his charge instructed 
the jury that in default of justification, 
which plea, he said. had not been ad­ 
d u c e d , and there being little evidence 
of the abuse, alleged as an excuse, ex­ 
cept the 
prisoner’s own 
testimony, 
they should properly find a verdict of 
murder in tho first degree. 
The girl has been en trial several 
weeks. 


F O U N D G U I L T Y O F M U R D E R . 


George Roberts Convicted and Sen­ 
tenced to Term in Prison. 
Chicago. June 2.—George G. Roberts 
was found guilty here of tile murder of 
John V. Kopf and sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiary. 
Kopf was a prominent politician on 
the west side of the city and last fall 
during a fight at a Republican primary 
he was 
stabbed by 
Roberts. 
Kopf 
died 
within 
three 
days. 
Roberts, 
while on the stand in his defense, ad­ 
mitted cutting Kopf with a knife, but 
declared that it was an accident. 
During the last hour of the jury’s de­ 
liberation word was 
brought to tile 
court that the son of J. W. Harris, one 
of the jurors, was dying of appendi­ 
citis. 
After a conference between the 
trial judge and tile attorneys on the 
case it was decided to allow the jury 
to continue without notifying Harris 
of his son’s condition 
because if he 
was allowed to visit 
his old homo it 
would make 
a new trial 
necessary. 
Tho jury, however, reached a verdict 
within 
a short time after 
word had 
been brought to tile courtroom of the 
condition of young Harris. 


N O T E N T I T L E D T O H I S SEAT . 


Senate Committee Takes Adverse Ac­ 
tion in Case of Senator Smoot. 
Washington, 
June 
2.—That 
Reed 
Smoot is not entitled to his seat in the 
United States senate as a senator from 
Utah was the decision of the senate 
committee on privileges and elections, 
declared by a vote of 7 to 5. 
The de­ 
cision was on Senator Dubois’ resolu­ 
tion offered at the m eeting two weeks 
ago, which was carried by Senators 
Burrows, Dolliver, Pettus, Overman, 
Bailey, Dubois and Frazier voting in 
the affirmative and Senators Foraker, 
Dillingham, Hopkins, Beveridge and 
Knox in the negative. 
The vote of 
Senator Depew was not cast. 
Votes 
were had on the constitutional ques­ 
tions of expulsion and exclusion, after 
which the members of the committee 
expressed them selves in favor of a 
vote in the senate at the present se s­ 
sion of congress. 
The effect of the resolution adopted 
will he to place squarely before the 
senate the question whether Senator 
Smoot shall cont inue in Ii is seat and 
leave to that body the decision as to 
tile method of procedure. 
A majority, 
it is said, can declare that it is the 
sense of the senate that Senator Smoot 
he excluded and under the form of the 
resolution proceed to unseat him by 
chat method.
